Ai (jip rnd of WorW Wai I, Captain W«r* 
theimer, of the German imperial Navy, was in 
commajcd of the cruiser Muenster. He was or- 
dered to join the rest of the German fleet which 
was to be turned over to the Allied High Com- 
mand. Instead he tried to make a dash for the 
open waters of the Atlantic. He had some kind 
of a vague idea about finding an uninhabited 
island where he and his crew would hide for 
years. When later interviewed he was never 
ex.$ctly clear about the matter. 

Hi) cruiser was intercepted and he actually 
tried ro fight two battleships and five destroy- 
ers. Odier German naval commanders followed 
secret orders and let their ships sink to the 
bottom of the waters where Neptune reigned. 
So in this respect, Captain Wcrtheimer was 
unique. As the years went by a legend grew 
up wound him. 

"He never surrendered,'' they would say as 
he walked down the streets of the little Ba- 
varian town where be lived in retirement.

Admiral Krankhauser also dreamed of the 
day when his Fatherland would conquer the 
world. He sighed. At present his country had 
no submarines. But some day there would be 
a big fleet of these undersea crafts. They would 
throttle the life line of Great Britain. Sink 
every warship. Sink every merchant ship. 

"Your idea is good if we look into the fu- 
ture,'' he admitted. "But 1 liave very little funds 
that can be made available for such a purpose." 

"Don't worry about the matter of gold,'' said 
the Captain to a startled Admiral. "There are 
those who share my views and have money. 
We will carry on this work ourselves until 
you get funds for my work." 

Within a year, Captain Wertheimer set up 
his spy system.

Then one day Hans Gaulman learned some- 
thing very important. There were two large 
airplane carriers and three warships in the 
famous cove that acted as a base for many of 
the ships. The heavy wire nets that protected 
the entrance were being removed. A system 
for detecting submarines electrically was going 
to be added. Then stronger lists would be re- 
placed. 

This was the moment for which Hans Gaul- 
man had worked and lived. He went into a 
secret room and pulled a small switch. Out 
came a short wave set. He '.cnt a rode message : 
Fish Found. Captain Wcriheimer s men in Ber- 
lin got the message. Day and night there was 
an operator always on duty waiting to hear 
from Hans Gaulman. Out went a code message 
to the U-34 under the command of Captain 
Thieler.
